W ashington, Dec. 
IO.—The senate 
chamber was the scene of a highly 
dram atic episode during the day when 
Senator Tillman of 
South Carolina 
challenged his colleague. Senator Mc- 
Laurin, to resign with him on the spot, 
in order, to use his own language, that 
they might be able to “ wash their 
dirty linen at home." 
Mr. Me I .aurin 
did not take up the gauge. 
The inci­ 
dent was the direct sequel of the bitter 
controversy which arose between the 
senators in South Carolina last spring. 
Mr. McLaurin arose to a question of 
personal privilege and proceeded to 
explain what he charged was a con 
s pi racy to discredit him in his own 
state for acts and views which did not 
meet the approval of certain Demo­ 
cratic leaden*. 
Ile declared that he 
was being humiliated, and, according 
to public prints, was to be excluded 
from the Democratic caucus because 
he had acted upon certain public is­ 
sues in a way which he considered 
was for the Ix-at interests of the coun­ 
try and the people of his state. 
He 
announced himself a believer in the 
old Democracy, and, after denouncing 
the now Democracy leaders, who, he 
said. had brought destruction upon the 
party, declared that he would not be 
driven from his allegiance into a party 
with which he did mot care to affiliate. 
Senator Jones, chairman of the Dem 
ocratlc national committee, denied that 
he* had any "ulterior motives" In not 
inviting Mr. McLaurin to enter the 
caucus 
Mr. Tillman reviewed 
the 
whole controversy. 
Mr. Hoar took oc 
caslou to express the opinion that it 
was very doubtful whether both the 
South Carolina seats in the senate 
wen 
not. in reality^ va ant. 
He con 
tended that when * the 
resignations 
were offered hist spring to the gov­ 
ernor they could not be withdrawn 
thereafter, having become immediate 
ly operative. 
The climax carne when 
Senator Tillman challenged Mr. Mc 
Laurin to join with him in preparing 
their joint resignations ami handing 
them to the presiding officer of the 
senate, 
d bl* challenge Mr. McLaurin 
ii id not accept and th * episode was 
brought to an abrupt close by Senator 
Lodge moving an executive session.
